Sequel 


The unusual case of a yearling being 
rejected from a sale after the bidding 
had started was reported in The Blood- 


Horse of August 2. page 331. “Mrs. 
George G. Proskauer’s colt) by Crafty 


Admiral—Counterclock . was unsteady 
and trembling. had a deformed knee. and 
was lame in his left fore leg.” 

Mrs. Proskauer, wife of an Akron, Ohio. 
physician. approved the action of auction- 
eer George Swinebroad in rejecting the 
colt. but was puzzled as to what had 
happened. She said the yearling was all 
right in April. when she saw him at Joe 
Metz’s farm for the last time before the 
sales: he was over at the knees. but this 
condition usually is regarded as a favor- 
able indication. She was surprised by the 
appearance of the colt when he was led 
into the sale ring. and asked Dr. D. L, 
Proctor for a report. suggesting that the 
colt be destroyed if he had no prospect 
of racing. 

“There is nothing wrong with the colt. 
except that he is over in the knees.” the 
veterinarian told her. “If you're going 
te destroy him. give him to me. and [ll 
put him in training myself.” 

Dr. Proctor later told The Blood-Horse: 


“The Crafty Admiral colt out of Coun- 
terclock is definitely over at the knees. 
I do not consider this to be a serious 
fault of conformation. This colt was not 
lame at the time of my last examination, 
on July 18. 6 days prior to his entry 
into the auction ring. nor was he lame on 
July 26. when I examined him at the re- 
quest of Mrs. Proskauer.” 

The veterinarian thought the appear- 
ance of lameness might have been caused 
by confinement in the stall prior to the 
sale; lack of exercise could have caused 
temporary contraction of the flexor tendon, 


Department of Amplification 


Shortly after Caledon Beau won the 
Queen’s Plate a brief biographical sketch 
of owner-breeder Conn Smythe was pre- 
pared for our issue of June 21, page 1328. 
Mr. Smythe wrote us recently that he had 
enjoyed the piece. but that we were 
slightly in error when we said. “His in- 
terest in racing waned in the late 1930's. 
and he concentrated entirely on hockey.” 
The amplification: 


“Tt is true I did drop out of breeding 
for the Queen’s Plate after the experience 
I had in 1933. In those days 4-year-olds 
were allowed to run also, and there weré 
23 entries in the Plate that year. My 
horse, which finished fourth, was called 


Court Butterfly. The first and second 
horses were 4-year-olds. There being no 
fourth money at that time, | found I had 
the second-best 3-year-old in the country, 
and did not collect a copper — which was 
too much for my financial standing at that 
time. 


“[ continued in racing. however, and 
was able to win the attached list of stakes 
in 1939, 1940, and 1941: 


1939—-Second Helping won the Grey Stakes, and 
Sir Marlboro won the Woodstock Plate, 

Branch Handicap, and Canadian 
Championship.

Helping won the Woodstock Plate and the 
Long Branch, Hamilton, and Bowie Handi- 
caps: and Sir Marlboro won the King Ed- 
ward Gold Cup and Thomas K. Lynch Me- 
morial Handicaps.

Lazy Bones and Friends 


Saratoca. Of the 1.616 Thoroughbreds 
registered with the racing secretary for 
the Saratoga meeting 697 are 2-year-olds. 
All the youngsters are of great concern 
to their owners, but 2 particular colts 
are of intense interest to nearly everyone, 
C. T. Chenery’s First Landing and Circle 
M Farm’s Watch Your Step. They were 
expected to meet in the Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes. but First Landing’s connec- 
tions had a change of heart and decided 
to send their unbeaten colt in the Hope- 
ful Stakes. 

First Landing put in a sterling perform- 
ance to win the sporting Saratoga Special 
during the first week of the meeting. 
Trainer J. H. (Casey) Hayes felt the 
colt’s sixth-straight success was sufficient 
to have him in top form for the Hopeful, 
and Casey was not the only person wlto 
felt this way: anyone who saw the son 
of *Turn-to in the Special was aware 
that here was something really good. 

Equipped with blinkers for the first 
time, First Landing ran in much kinder 
fashion than he had in 5 previous races. 
Instead of blazing out of the gate, as he 
had been forced to do in his last 2 pre- 
vious starts from the rail post position, 
the handsomely muscled colt was held in 
by Eddie Arcaro, and Cambridge Stable’s 
Pilot went on the lead. First Landing 
seemed content to remain off the pace, 
but when Arcaro gathered him up going 
into the turn the colt quickly caught the 
message and wore lown the leader in 4 or 
5 lengthened strides. 

From the middle of the turn the issue 
was settled. Arcaro couldn’t keep the 
margin under 7 lengths, but the colt was 
breathing easily when he cantered leisure- 
ly back to the winner’s circle. His time 
of 1:1245 was excellent for the track; 
3-year-old allowance fillies were timed a 
second slower later in the afternoon. It 
chiefly was a performance of complete 
mastery. 

“He’s the best-acting of the entire 
bunch,” said Hayes in reference to First 
Landing’s impressive list of half-brothers, 
which include Hill Prince, Prince Hill, 
Third Brother, and Mangohick. “He’s the 
smartest horse I ever had and keeps get- 
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Trainer Jim Fitzsimmons this week prepared to say good-bye to Bold Ruler, 
which he has trained for the last 3 years.

ting smarter all the while. Not wise, mind 
you, but sensible. He’s never going to hurt 
himself around the barn. We turn him out 
in a little paddock near the barn on 
sunny days. and he’s just as quiet as a 
pony. Seems to love the warmth, and we 
like him to get all the sunshine he can. 
Mr. Chenery has always felt there was 
great benefit to be derived from the sun- 
shine. 

“Working. he does just what he seems 
to feel he needs. I was a bit afraid one 
morning that he might not be tight enough 
for the Great American, so I asked the 
boy to hustle him a bit. Before the boy 
had a chance to do much more than say 
go, the colt had rolled right along in :33 
and change, turning in one eighth under 
:11. He’s so deceptive in his easy move- 
ment that I had a hard time believing the 
watch. It was fast, of course, but luckily 
didn’t hurt him and he won that race 
with ease. 

“He takes everything in stride around 
the barn and acts like a fellow who hasn’t 
woken up yet. Lazy-looking, but not lazy- 
acting. He should really be something if 
he wakes up.” 

Watch Your Step had proved his speed 
in the Sapling. but trainer Rennie Parish 
said. “We'll have to see what he does 
now against the best. He’s coming along 
fine, but I want to see him run against 
these colts up here before I start feeling 
too good about him.” 

The Circle M colt could have a running- 
mate in future stakes, since the same 
stable sent out East Indian, a Native 


Dancer colt, to win his second-consecutive 
race. The colt surprised Parish a little 
by winning in such an easy manner. 

“IT hadn’t been able to get him to do 
much, and he’s been away for a couple 
of months, so le really surprised me. But 
I guess he knows the difference between 
morning and afternoon,” he said. 


The Comebacker 


While the meeting here at Saratoga 
concentrates on the 2-year-olds it is also 
a place where comebacks are made among 
the older horses. The Woodley Lane 
Farm’s Reneged showed that he still was 
fond of the air up here. The 5-year-old 
son of Revoked packed top weight of 126 
pounds and won the American Legion 
Handicap. It was the third stakes score at 
Saratoga for the injury-plagued horse, 
and Homer Pardue rates the highest 
credit possible for keeping Reneged going 
in such game style. The horse twice has 
been sidelined by bowed tendons, but he 
keeps coming back like a haunting tune.

Late last winter after a stop- 
over in New York, the 3-year-old Irish- 
bred filly *Munch arrived in Miami by 
plane from England. She was picked up 
by John Sceusa, trainer for the Tartan 
Stable of William L. McKnight, chairman 
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My Carrie by 3'2 lengths. Her time for the mile was 1:344%, only two-fifths of a second slower than the track record. 


of the board of the Minnesota Mining and 
Manufacturing Company. 

Purchased for $42.000, *Munch had 
won 5 of 6 starts in England at 2 and in 
one of them she had defeated Rich and 
Rare. which became the high-weight filly 
at 130 pounds in the English Free Handi- 
cap. Ahead of her were 2 colts, *Major 
Portion (133) and Neptune II (132). 
*Munch was given 122. 

Sceusa, whose patience had made Tar- 
tan’s *Meeting the best grass runner of 
the Hialeah Park meeting had followed 
the same easy schedule with *Munch. In 
her first start. at Washington Park on 
July 2. she was a creditable fourth in a 
6-furlong grass race for 3-year-old fillies. 
On August 1, as an 8-5 favorite. she 
trounced such colts as Bolero U. and 
Leather Button in 1:11 over a “good” 
track, and 5 days later she outclassed 10 
others of her age and sex in the first divi- 
sion of the Cleopatra Handicap at Arling- 
ton Park. Her time was 1:3445. 

“My first impression of her was that 
she was a representative filly,” Sceusa 
said. “She had nice size, plenty of scope, 
and seemed well mannered and intelligent. 
She had lost a little weight on the trip, 
so I gave her plenty of time to get ac- 
customed to her new surroundings at 
Gulfstream Park. For 10 days we just 
walked her under the shed. She was a 
good doer right from the start. 

“Then we put the tack on her for the 
first time and started to train her like 
the other horses. She became acclimated 
to our conditions fast. and in a couple of 
months she was going like any other horse 
in the stable.” 

Sceusa said *Munch had galloped about 
184 miles nearly every day. “We'd skip 
a day occasionally, perhaps on a Sunday, 
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and just walk her. We kept this up until 
the stable moved to Washington Park the 
middle of May. Then we worked her for 
the first time—a slow three-eighths of a 
mile. All my horses got sick later— 
coughing and feverish—and that set every- 
body back. But *Munch came out of it 
good. She learned to break out of the gate 
nice, and she trained well on the dirt and 
grass. Fastest I worked her was 1:01 and 
change on the dirt. and :35 or :48 on the 
grass. She’s never had an iron on her, 
and she’s sound as a dollar.” 

Sceusa first suspected that *Munch 
might be a real good one when she began 
toying with the older *Meeting in short 
grass works at Washington Park. “She’s 
a big strong filly, about 16:1 and 1.050 
pounds. She has plenty of leg under her. 
She’s long-striding but quick. . . . How'd 
we buy her? We asked Frank More O’Fer- 
rall, with the Anglo-Irish Agency in Lon- 
don, to send us a list of several prospec- 
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tive good horses. We picked *Munch. 
We recently got a 3-year-old colt by Mi- 
goli out of a Khaled mare, Anaphalis. 
He won 2 stakes in Ireland, and he’s train- 
ing pretty well.” His name is *Messembry- 
anthemum. 

*Munch was nominated for the 11-mile 
Arlington Matron August 20. “We'll see 
what older mares are in it, and the 
weights, before we decide anything,” Sce- 
usa said. “I’m also thinking of the 
Pagaent Stakes at Atlantic City on August 
16. That's on the grass for 3-year-old 
fillies.” 

*Munch was close to the pace in the 
Cleopatra, took the lead after 5 furlongs 
and easily drew away from My Carrie 
to win by 314 lengths. It was a fine race, 
considering that *Munch had carried only 
110 pounds and that competition was 
moderate. There wasn’t a stakes winner 
present, except *Munch, and high- 
weight at 115 pounds was Mrs. Roger Wil- 
son’s Black Letters, winner of 2 mile races. 

Willie Shoemaker (who also won the 
second division with Travis Kerr’s Milly K. 
in 1:3535) said of *Munch: “She’s a real 
top filly. She was just galloping when 
that other one came alongside. Then I let 
her go, and she just went away.” 

Only 2 other 3-year-old fillies, according 
to the American Racing Manual, ever have 
run a mile as fast as 1:34+5. and none have 
run faster. In 1952 Calumet Farm’s Real 
Delight (129 pounds) defeated Aesthete 
(105) and the 4-year-old Sickle’s Image 
(121) in the Beverly Handicap at Wash- 
ington Park. In 1950 Dixiana’s Here’s Hop- 
ing (115) beat Siama (117) and Next 
Move (126). 

The quarter times for *Munch’s Cleo- 
patra were :23, :46, 1:10, and 1:3445. 
Adjusting for the fact she was a bit more

Strong Bay. recent winner of the West- 
erner, gave Nadir a tussle before losing by 
half a length in his first Chicago start. 
C. W. Smith’s Hillsdale (117), named by 
Turf writers the best 3-year-old colt at 
the Hollywood Park meeting, finished 
seventh. Alhambra ran a creditable third, 
and stablemate Olymar was fourth. A 
Dragon Killer closed some ground to be 
sixth.

Tim Tam Retired 


Calumet Farm will not try to return Tim 
Tam to training. The Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness winner, put out of commission 
by a broken sesamoid bone in his right 
fore leg. will stand the 1959 season at 
Calumet, and his fee will be $3,500 for a 
live foal. 

Tim Tam had injured himself in the 
Belmont Stakes June 7, and an operation 
to remove bone fragments was performed 
at the University of Pennsylvania on June 
17. He was returned to the farm about 2 
weeks later. 

The decision to retire the colt was made 
by Mrs. Gene Markey. owner of Calumet, 
after conferring with farm manager Mel-

Terra Firma to Stud 


One of the season’s better 3-year-olds, 
Terra Firma, broke a sesamoid bone in 
the right hind leg during a workout the 
morning of August 1] at Arlington Park, 
and R. Douglas Prewitt told newsmen that 
the colt would be retired to stud at the 
Prewitt farm, near Lexington. 

Terra Firma was bred by Prewitt, and he 
raced in his colors throughout his 2-year- 
old season, during which he won the Haw- 
thorne Juvenile Handicap and was second 
to Nadir in the Garden State Stakes. He 
was given 12] pounds in the Experimental 
Free Handicap. The colt was a bit slow 
rounding into form this year, and in April 
Prewitt put him into a_horses-in-training 
sale at Keeneland. from which he was 
bought. for $35.000. by H. E. Olson, of 
Chicago. 

Prewitt began training the horse. and 
he immediately began to improve. He won 
twice at Churchill Downs, was third to 
Alhambra in the Sheridan Handicap. then 
won the Ohio Derby and the Stars and 
Stripes Handicap, pushing his total earn- 
ings to $181.650. After the Stars and 
Stripes Prewitt revealed that he still own- 
ed four-fifths of the colt. 


Death of Mighty Story 


Mighty Story. a 15-year-old son of *Mah- 
moud—Little Lie, by *Sickle, died the 
morning of August 12 at Tollie Young’s 
Creekview Farm, near Paris, Ky. Death 
was attributed to a twisted intestine. 

Mighty Story was bred by Henry H. 
Knight and sold privately to John Marsch, 
for whom he won stakes at 3 and 4 and 
placed in stakes at 2 and 5. He won 13 
races, earned $140,405. He took the 
Francis S. Peabody Memorial. Meadow- 


land, and Discovery Handicaps, and placed 
in 12 other stakes. 

The horse was retired to stud in the fall 
of 1948 at Samuel M. Look’s Hillandale 
Farm, Lexington. In 1951, Look and 
Marsch syndicated him, and he was sent 
to Creekview last summer after Look sold 
Hillandale. Among the best horses he had 
sired were Task Fleet, Fabulist, and Mun- 
chausen. 


Royal Blood Sold 


Tommy Dorsey, former major league 
baseball player turned horse trainer, an- 
nounced that he had completed arrange- 
ments to purchase the stallion Royal Blood 
from Maine Chance Farm. The price was 
not disclosed. 


The 13-year-old son of Coldstream and 
Spotted Beauty was expected to arrive 
shortly at Kaydee Farm near Howell, 
Michigan. where he will make the 1959 
season. Kaydee Farm is owned jointly by 
Dorsey and Tom Kayser. 


Royal Blood, which Mrs. Elizabeth N. 
Graham bought for $50,000 at the 1946 
Keeneland summer sales, won the Dover 
Stakes. Princeton, Jamaica, and Wilming- 
ton Handicaps, placed in 9 other added- 
money events, and eaned $100,540. He 
has had 18 winners from his first 3 crops. 


New Owners of Dama Farms 


Dama Farms, the largest Thoroughbred 
breeding farm in Michigan outside of 
metropolitan Detroit, underwent a change 
in ownership when attorney Carney Mathe- 
son sold his half-interest to Carl and 
Lillian Scott, of Detroit. 

The Scotts, who have raced a small 
stable in recent years, now own the farm in 
a 50-50 partnership with Charles Kranz, 
farm manager and trainer of the Dama 
Farms Stable.

Average Down, Market Strong 


The first 2 nights of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company’s annual sale of yearlings at 
Saratgoa did not compare with the cor- 
responding sessions at last year’s auction, 
but it was the consensus that the market 
was strong. The catalogue for the first 2 
nights appeared to be a little less attrac- 
tive than that of the opening auctions last 
year, and, possibly for this reason, many 
of the down-front reserved seats had not 
yet been occupied. There was no quarrel 
with the weather. which hardly could have 
been better. 

A total of 92 head were sold Monday 
and Tuesday nights for $501.000, average 
$5.446. In 2 selling sessions last year 99 
yearlings sold for $743,100, average $7.506.

OBITUARY 


Tom B. Young 


Tom B. Young, active in Thoroughbred 
racing and breeding for more than 35 
years, died of a heart attack at Cleveland, 
Ohio, on August 10. His public stable was 
at Randall Park, where he raced each 
summer. 

A son of the late Milton Young, who 
owned the famous McGrathiana Stud 
(which later became Coldstream Stud), 
near Lexington, Mr. Young was educated 
at Creighton University and Notre Dame 
University. Early in the 1920’s he went to 
work for the late C. B. Shaffer, owner of 
Coldstream, and a few years later he 
joined with his brother, Jack S. Young, 
to establish Hanover Stud, where the 
stallions *Dis Donec, Bostonian, *Light 
Carbine. and Sun Flag stood. 

In 1931 the Youngs entered into a part- 
nership with Clarence and Frazer LeBus 
to operate Hinata Farm, Lexington. Hinata 
was run as a training center for yearlings 
as well as a breeding farm, and in 1932 
the Young brothers opened a public stable, 
handling stock for several clients in 
addition to home-bred stock. 

Best horse bred by the Youngs, and one 
ot the best trained by Tom Young during 
his career, was the Bostonian filly Fiji, 
which won in 1934 the Latonia Derby, 
Latonia Oaks, and Kentucky Oaks. 

In 1934 Jack Young received his first 
appointment as a steward, and he soon 
devoted his entire time to officiating. His 
brother continued to train a public stable, 
racing primarily in Kentucky, Michigan, 
and Ohio. 

Survivors include a sister, Mrs. Lucy 
Young Fisk, of Lexington; and 2 brothers, 
Jack Young, of South Bend, Ind., and 
Milton Young, of Lexington. 


Henry Worthington Bull 


Henry Worthington Bull, 84, for many 
years one of the country’s most prominent 
steeplechase enthusiasts, died August 6 at 
his home in Beverly Hills, Calif. 

A son of William L. Bull, who served 
as president of the New York Stock Ex- 
change from 1888 to 1890, Mr. Bull was 
in the stock brokerage business most of 
his life. At the time of his death he was 
a senior partner in the New York firm of 
Bull, Holden, and Company. 

Soon after his graduation from Columbia 
University in 1896, Mr. Bull became active 
in steeplechasing. He was elected a stew- 
ard of the National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association in 1912, and he served as 
NSHA president from 1929 to 1940. He 
was president of United Hunts for several 
years, and he was president of the Turf 
and Field Club from 1926 until 1952. In 
1928 he was elected to The Jockey Club. 

His wife is his only immediate survivor.
